THE CHALLENGE OF OUR LEISURE. 
Back in the palmy days of the stock m arket b oom we 
u sed to hoar a good deal ab ou t the “era of hu man leisu re" 
that was ju st dawning, or ju st ab ou t to dawn. 
Five-hou r 
days and fou r-day weeks were predicted for the immedi­ 
ate fu tu re, and a society in which man wou ld spend more 
time at play than at work was forecast on every side. 
We don’t hear so mu ch of that sort of talk nowadays— 
prob ab ly b ecau se so many millions of Americans have so 
mu ch more leisu re than they have any u se for. 
Bu t Dr. 
Rob ert A. Millikan, famou s physicist, retu rned to the topic 
in a speech at Akron the other day and rem arked that 
"the great job of the coming centu ry" is to learn how to 
u se the leisu re that is going to he availab le. 
The development of machinery and the 
a d v a n c e o f sci­ 
ence. he said, are "making man the master of his fate and 
providing the opportu nity for a civilization enormou sly 
more b eau tifu l and more b eneficent to every man. woman 
and child on earth." 
This may sou nd like mockery, ju st now, when ou r in­ 
ab ility to master ou r fate is more painfu lly appa re n t than 
at any time in years, and when so many men wou ld glad­ 
ly emb race any kind of dru dgery if only it provided regu ­ 
lar wages and steu dy meals. 
Bu t it is the kind of thing that needs to V>e said, never­ 
theless. 
The motor that keeps ou r indu strial civilib zation mov­ 
ing ahead may have stalled, b u t it still has tremendou s ca­ 
pab ilities. 
If we are b ogged down ju st now, we shou ld 
forget that these b right visions of ou r technologists are 
perfectly in line with the facts. 
Beyond the tragedy of u nemployment, idle factories 
and b readlines there stands the dazzling fact that applied 
science has made it possib le for the work of the world to 
he done with far loss hu m an effort than ever b efore, has 
made it possib le for every mortal to have enou gh of ev­ 
erything if only the system of distrib u tion is properly or­ 
ganized. 
From the depression we ran emerge into an era finer 
than anything we have known b efore. 
The tools are in 
ou r hands; we need only learn how to manage them.

One of the u nfortu nate resu lts of Samu el Insu ll’s ftnan 
rial cra^h is the closing: of C hicago’s magnificent new 
opera hou .se. 
This theater is among the most b eau tifu l and costly on 
earth. 
Insu ll gave it to Chicago. 
He was the “ angel” on 
whom the opera company cou ld always rely for fu nds to 
meet a deficit that might arise du ring a season. 
Now Insu ll is b roke—-so Chicago will have no opera 
The singers have b een dismissed, a $500,000 deficit left 
over from the 1932 season is atill u npaid and people are 
wondering what is to b e done ab ou t the hu ge mortgage 
which hangs over the opera hou se— a m atter of arou nd 
$17,000,000. 
Ju dging solely b y this, one wou ld b e forced to the con­ 
clu sion that grand opera in the United States is strictly a 
rich m an ’s plaything 
an art form that cannot possib ly 
pay its way and that exists, when it exists at all, only b e­ 
cau se the wealthy can b e indu ced to su b sidize it. 
Bu t it ju st happens that other American cities have 
shown that opera can stand on its own legs in the United 
States if it is stripped of its fancy frills. 
Several of the larger inland 
cities have 
repeatedly 
proved that su mmer opera seasons at popu lar prices can 
pay tb ^ir own way.

No Elab orate theaters are requ ired ; no highly press- 
agented stars with their enormou s salaries are needed; no 
coterie of society folk is called on to occu py the dress cir­ 
cle and foot the b ill. 
Instead, grand opera is presented ju st 
a s any other 
amu sement enterprise might b e. 
A good deal of local; 
talent is u sed. 
An ou tdoor am phitheater is generally! 
pressed into service, 
rickets arc sold at prices that can; 
compete with the movies. 
The resu lt is excellent mu sical 
entertainment that needs no su b sidies. 
If grand opera ever flou rishes in the United States it 
will b e in some su ch way as that. Su b sidies, fab u lou s sal­ 
aries and the su pport of society are draw b acks, not helps.
